CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT, 

In moving the adoption of the re and 
statement of accounts, the Chairman sald that 
the society had advanced over £58,000 on 
mortgage during the year. This was a figure 
well above the average, and showed an ad- 
vanee of £26,000 over the amount lent in the 
previous year. The total amount of their 
mortgage investment was upwards of £230,000, 
and was the largest amount that they had 
held since the year 1906. The amount held on 
deposit was over £5,000 in excess of what 
they held last year, and, as they were able to 
lend this money at 6 per cent., they made a 
reasonable profit on it. Last year he pointed 
out, that their current account holders num- 
bered 150 in the year 1915, and that in”1922 
This year 
they had still further increased the number, 
which now stood at 300. 

Their profits for the year amounted to 
£9,150 10s. 2d., which with £648 3s. 54d. 
brought forward from last year made a total 
of £9,798. 13s. 7d. They had been able to 
pay a bonus of 2s, 6d. per share, which ‘with 
the dividend absorbed the sum of £6,600, 
leaving a balance of £693 10s. 7d. to be 
carried forward.

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. S. BARING GOULD. 


The Rev. 8. Baring Gould died yesterday 
at Lew Trenchard, North Devon, at the age 
of 90. He was famous as the author of up- 
wards of a hundred. books—many of them 
novela—and a few of the best-known hymns in 
the English langhage. 

On his father’s death he inherited the 
family estates of Lew Trenchard, and pre- 
sented himself to the rectory of w 
‘T'renchard on his uncle's death in 1881. 

In addition to writing the hymns, “ On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,’ “ Now the day is 
over,” ‘ Through the night of doubt and 
sorrow,” he was the author. of books on 
religion, travel, natura] history, myth and 
legends, saints and martyrs, education, Ice- 
land, Germany, France, Wales, Brittany, 
the Rhine, the Pyrenees, West country 
churches, many novels, and family namea. 
His first book was published in 1854, and 
after that date there was an increasing flow 
of works. 

He was an acknowledged authority on 
Church and theological questions in the West 
of England, and fe knew every old church 
in Somerset, Devon, and Cornwall. He did 
much to familiarise the public with the West 
country. 

Mr. Baring Gould was a great traveller, 
and he wrote voluminously on the places he 
visited. Romance entered early into his life. 
When a curate in Horbury, Yorkshire, he 
fell in love with Miss Grace ob hag a mill 

irl, the expense of whose education he bore. 
Phey were afterwards married, and their long 
life was one of great happiness. Mrs. Gould 
died in 1916. 

The story. of how he came to write the 
hymns is little known. In 1864, when he 
was a curate in the West Riding of York- 
shire, he started a night school for the 
miners and workers at Horbury Bridge. 
Afterwards he built a mission chapel, where 
the evening hymn, “ Now the day is over, 
‘was first sung. The scholars found it a 
weary climb up the hill. Mr. Baring Gould 
aat down and wrote a h to enhearteh 
them, never imagining that it would win such 
world-wide opularity. He set the words to 
a tune of Ha n’s, and with the same object 
he wrote “ Through the night of doubt and 
sortew.”’ He was once asked by a woman 
whom he took into dinner whether he was 
the author of those delightful lives of the 
saints or of those atrocious novels, He had 
to confess that he wrote both. 

Mr. Baring Gould had a keen sense of 
humour.. When an old woman iniplored him 
to say a few words over her “sow, which 
had been taken ill, he spoke in a sepulchral 
voice, “O pig, if thou livest, thou livest; 
but if thou diest, thou diest."’ The sow got 
better. Mr. Baring Gould himself lay sick 
later on Ea ideas came oe 
repea ormuls, stbstitu 
rson “ for “ Pig.

In view of Signor Mussolini’s interest in 
everything that helps to magnify the grandeur 
of Italian traditions and history, and con- 
sidering the fact that a group of very pro- 
minemt scholars and senators have espoused 
the cause, it is affirmed that the work for 
raising these boats from the bottom: of the 
Jake will be started during this winter. 
Visitors to Rome, therefore, will very likely 
be. able to see in the near future these two 
marvels of .Roman..ship construction, which 
are described as the most luxurious barges 
.ever built. . 

Recent investigations have shown that the 
‘boats are still in rather good condition. They 
are larger than the average houseboat of 
modern times. In their time they contained 
every comfort, and were covered with gold 
leaves. . 

__ Lake Nemi, which is only two hours by 
motor car from Rome, is supposed to be the 
crater of án ancient volcano. It is in parts 
several hundred feet deep, but is only a mile 
in diameter. It is on the slope of the 
Apennines, and the country surrounding tt, 
covered with olive groves and other thick 
foliage, is considered to afford one of the 
most enchanting sights in the vicinity of the 
Eternal City:

NEAR SEBASTOPOL.

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MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 
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INTERESTING POLITICAL 
SETUATILON. 
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The T'imea observes in a leading article :— 
The Prime Minister's return to London marks 
the beginning of a new stage in the develop- 
ment of an extremely interesting _ political 
situation. He will now, no doubt, be sub- 
jected in person, as he has already been sub- 
jectéd indirectly, and as all other 
leaders ate being subjected, to all the pres- 
sure which the wire-pullers love in periods 
of political confusion.

POLITICS IN INDIA. 
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RESULT OF THE ELECTIONS. 


The T'imes, commenting editorially upon 
the result of the Indian elections, observes :— 
While the extreme attack of the Swarajists has 
broken down outside the Central Provinces— 
and we should not attach too much importance 
to that area—the governance of India will be 
an exceedingly difficult task. Everywhere 
the Governments are confronted by elected 
majorities in the Legislative bodies ; nowhere, 
save in Madras, is there a Government Party 
in the constitutional sense of the term. The 
Government, therefore, @an be carried on 
with the support of the Legislatures only 


| whien its policies. are framed so as to command 


the support of a majority of the diverse 
elements which compose the elected member. 
ship. There are, of course, the wide powers 
reserved to the Viceroy and the Governors, 
and, in the face of sheer obstruction, they 
should be used without hesitation,- but no 
one wants to see them part of the ordinary 
machinery of government. There are certain 
issues on which nearly all Indian politicians 
are united. One is the demand for the im- 
mediate extension of the Constitution, which 
nope dares to oppose, no matter what his 
inmost convictions may be, Another is the 
status of Indians in the Empire, and a third 
is opposition to incteased taxation. 

Impatient idealists in India. should realise 
that the safest means of developing the Con- 
stitution lie in working in co-operation. with 
the Government, when its progress will be 
automatically secured. There is within the 
Constitution itself sufficient machinery for 
expansion. 
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EPINARD TO RACE IN AMERICA, 

M. Pierre Wertheimer, Epinard’s ownef,

Sharp crititistms of present day lack of 
scholarship and general intellectual laxity 
were made by Sir Henry Hadow, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of Shetfleld, in 
his presidential address at the conierence 
Educational Associations. 

““ There is a disease,’’ he said, ' which has 
been increasing with alarming rapidity dar- 
ing the last rene ears, and which, if we 
are not careful, will ultimately devastate us.

“A mixture of indolence and vanity is

trouble, and the other equally anxious to 
gain credit for the intellectuai trouble it has 
not taken. 

“ There is also a sloppiness and inaceuracy

Mr. Liston, solicitor—Since the murder of 
Brosnan was reported to the civil authorities 
every assistance that could possibly be given 
to trace the murderers has beén given by the 
Acting General Officer Commanding for Kerry 
(Colonel McGuinness), and I must say that 
the fact that there are three men returned for 
trial for participating in this murder, and two 
men for assisting in the murder, is. attribut- 
able to the information and assistance that 
has. at all times been at our disposal from 
Colonel McGuinness, 

‘It was he who first got certain statements, 
and from these the civil authorities hope to 
be able to fix the parties who are guilty oi 
the-murder of Thomas Brosnan. 

Colonel McGuinness—I have no doubt that 
by this time it is clear to the public that the 
military in Kerry have played an honourable 
part in tracing and delivering up to the 
proper authorities the alleged perpetrators 
of the murder of Thomas Brosnan. I would 
lke the people of Kerry to under- 
stand that, although owe in the 
Army have many friends among comrades of 
the past, such friendship or comradeship 
can ‘never be considered, and will never be 
considered, where duty is concerned. . 

The jury expressed sympathy with therela- 
tives of Thomas Brosnan. 


CASE OF SERGEANT WOODS. 


“That, death was due to laceration of the 
brain, caused by a gunshot wound, inflicted 
by a persou or persons unknown; that such 
person or persons Were” guilty of “wilful 
murder,” was the verdict of the majority of 
the jury at the resumed inquest on Sergeant 
James Woods, of the Civic Guard, who was 
shot in Scartaglin Barracks on December 3. 

The doctors’ evidence was given on a pre- 
Vious day. 

Jeremiah Lyons deposed that he owns the 
house, portion of which is occupied by the 
Civic .Guard. Up to December ó Sergeant 
Woods was in charge. The kitchen was used 
in common with the Guard and by the mem- 
bers of witness s family. At 8.30 on the night 
of December ó two men came into the kitchen, 
and there were others in the porch, The 
two men who came in wore masks and carried 
rifles. They shouted, “Hands up,” to wit- 
ness, Guard Spillane, and two boys named 
Tagney, who were playing cards. 

One of the men aed Guard Spillane, 
“ Have you a flash lamp,’’ and ordered him 
upstairs, to where the Guards’ sleeping apart- 
ments and private property were. Spillane 
. with his hands 
hiited, Witness then heard noise, as if the 
men were beating Guard Spillane. Hand 
valises, boots, and clothes were thrown down- 
stairs, 4nd’ were taken away by one of the 
raiders. One of the armed men came down- 
stairs, and in a loud voice asked for the ser- 
geant. Sergeant Woods, who was in the 
guardroom, and had heard what was going on, 
went to the kitchen. The armed man said, 

Hands up,” and ‘the sergeant put up his 
hands, The sergeant proceeded to go up- 
stairs by orders of the man, who had a rifle 
beside him, The sergeant was on the first 
step of the stairs.

THE ACCOMMODATION 


PROBLEM. 


Mr. D. J. Burke, M.A., Chairman of the 
Publicity Committee of Aonach “Tailteann, 
yesterday issued a statement: in reply) to the 
recent suggestions that the Tailteann Games 
should. be postponcd. All the grounds urged 
by newly-found advocates of postponement,. he 
says, were fully considered by the General 
Council before it was’ decided to hold the 
Games this year, and, “ unless some unfore- 
seen event intervenes,’’ the: Games will take 
place. Mr. Burke regards the pr we: of a 
successful revival as ‘‘ very rosy, indeed.”’ 

he Council’s decision, he says, has the 
approval of “the overwhelming masses of 
Irishmen at home and abroad both in sport- 
ing ahd commercial circles.’’ The incidence of 
the Uiympic Games at’ Paris is hailed as an 
advantage rather than otherwise, as by this 
means arrangements can be made for the 
presence at the Tailteann Games of athletes of 


countries of their adoption. 

On the question of accommodation-—one of 
the chief grounds upon which a postponement 
has been urged—Mr, Burke says that it will 
be present whenever the Games are held. 

“The absence of the O'Connell street hotels 
is regrettable, but they would cater for only 
a few hundred guests, and there is no guaran- 
tee at present that any of these hotels will be 
rebuilt within the next three years, if at all. 
Visitors to London for soine time past are 
aware of the difficulty of finding accommoda- 
tion in hotels there. 
poning the British Empire Exhibition because 
of the inadequacy of hotel accommodation. 

“The steps ping taken there are. being 
studied by the Accommodation Committee of 
Aonach “Tailteann, which is under the able 
chairmanship of Mr. Raymond Judd Efforts 
made in Continental cities to cope With similar 
probléms have also been studied, and Mr. 
Judd. will shortly make known his (om- 
mittee’s scheme for overcoming the. accom- 
modation question with the citizens’ “co- 
operation,”’ 

Answering the objection that Irish athletes 
will not be up to the standard of the visiting 
competitors, Mr. Burke points out that the 
(james are confined to the Irish race alone. 
““H the native Irish are beaten thare can be 
no disgrace in that. The race will gain the 
glory of the achievements whether the winners 
sojourn on the home. soil or abroad. The 
higher the standard of performance the 
greater will be the stimulus given to tie Irish 
at home to emulate the perfection 
attained by others of his own race." — 

Finally, Mr. Burke declares that the 
arrangements for the Games in August are so 
far advanced that the question of postpone- 
ment cannot be considered. “* Ireland anxiously 
looks forward to the Games as the most. hope- 
ful means of reviving its tourist ‘traffic, its 
trade, and its industries,’’ and “mo good can 
come out of purposeless discussion on the

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
? LONDON, Wednesday. ' 

The Board of Trade Journal for to-day 
gives a series of tables and information, ás 
is at present available, of the trade of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland with the Irish 
l'ree State during November. 

The November returns show a substantial 
falling off from the October level in the 
aggregate value of the articles included in the 
list of imports; into. the United Kingdom, but 
3 considerable increase in exports, both of 
British and foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

In all three branches the aggregated figures 
for November are much above the monthly 
average of the period July to September. 
Comparing the November returns with those 
for October, it is seen that the falling off in 
imports into the United Kingdom was 
primarily due to a heavy decline in imports 
of cattle, swine, and butter, together with a 
smaller decline in imports of sheep and lambs, 
borses, and eggs. 

On the other hand, a substantial increase 
occurred in imports of pork and bacon, and 
some increase in imports of oats, spirits, 
hides, and poultry. | 

Among exports to the Free State, the most 
marked advance occurred in boots and other 
kinds of apparel, coal, and cocoa prepara- 
tions, but exports of maize, meal, hops, beer 
and ale, and refined sugar, were less than in 
October. ' 

The principal features of the export trade 
in foreign and Colonial merchandise were a 
rise jn exports @f tea, bacon, and unmáNu- 
factured tobacco, and a decline in exports lof 
wheat, maize and petroleum.

AN ANCIENT INDIAN 
TRIBE,

NEW YORE (By Main. 

~ A tribe of Indians whose history is believed 
to anti-date that of the ancient Egyptians, 
and who : 
is described by Mr, John Giffen Culbertson, 
some time candidate for the Governorship of 
Texas, who has returned from an eighteen 
months’ trip to South America. 

Mr. Culbertson made a canoe voyage up 
the Amazon to the head waters-of the river, 
walked fifty miles through the great Amazon 
forests, and crossed the Andes on foot, BDur- 
ing his journey he spent many months living 
among Indian tribes, including the head 
hunters inhabitating the lands east of Ecua- 
dor, near the River Napo. 

Among these tribes,’”” Mr. Culbertsof&R 
said, “Il found a type of morality that does 
not exist among white men. They are as 
primitive as can be, and at times practis® 
cannibalism. Yet the obey the laws: ‘ Thou 
shalt nct steal” and ‘ Love one another.’ The 
penalty for adultery is to kill the man. They 
do not hesitate to kill'any mán who shows the 
least disrespect to a woman. 

Mr. Culbertson made the trip for the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council, and was accom- 
panied by three Indian guides. The party 
proceeded up the Amazon to Iquitos, which, 
Mr. Culbertson, says, is 1,500 miles further up 
than the Roosevelt expedition went, and from 
there made their way to the land of the 
Machigina tribe. The. Machigina, Mr. 
bertson believes, ante-date the ancient civili- 
sation Si the Yucatan Indians, as well as that 
of Egy 


Tt Phink, "She said, “ that they existed 
beleze, and were never conquered by, the 
Pre Incas Indiana, who built the monoliths 
of Tit-Huacanca. The fact that they retain 
traditions of the Great, Flood, which we find 
also among the primitive Biblical peoples, 
shows that they are very ancient. 

“They worship one great tree, which is 
go large, they explain, that hundreds of 
Indians could join hands and not be able to 
surround it. This tree, they say, was the 
spirit that saved the human race ‘when the 
flood came by lifting a man and a woman 
and two animals of every kind into its top- 
most branches, and there preserving them 
when everything else was inundated. The 
lands are not far removed from the Inca or 
pre-Incas who built the great ruins of Cuzco. 

Their language is not unlike om ogy in 
construction. It has auxiliary verbs, and 
if they are going to say ‘I shall go,’ they 
say it with auxiliaries, just as we da. 
instead of changing the terminations, as in 


1 the Latin tongue. 


‘‘The only intoxicating drink I found 
among these people,” he continued, “ was 
@ native beer called masota. It is ‘meade 
from Cassava root, which the women of the 
tribe chew thoroughly as they all sit about 
a huge pot. They then put it into the pot 
with other roots that will produce fermenta- 
tion, and the whole mixture is thoroughly 
cooked. When finished the beer is white, 
and looks very much like buttermilk. It is 
only slightly intoxicating. 

“Por religion, these people worship nature. 
They believe in a Supreme Being, as we do, 
but they say that He manifests Himself every- 
where in His works. ‘They worship Him ia in 
the sun, moon, and in all nature.’
